Ever proud to be a Dorset man, he has 
made the news in recent years by cam¬ 
paigning for the NHS and patients in South 
and West Dorset. 


• TELL us a bit more about your role in the 
NHS... 

As the lay independent chairman of the Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Health Network (WPHN), my 
role is to represent local patients, the most impor¬ 
tant aspect of the NHS. The Dorset Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (CCG) patients' panel, the WPHN 
comprises a number of local patients who express 
their concerns and ask questions of the CCG clini¬ 
cians and officers present. This can range from 
worries about podiatry being less available in the 
west of the county and difficulties with electronic 
prescribing. 

At our May meeting, concern was expressed at 
the difficulties patients face waiting for buses at 
Dorset County Hospital, with no bus shelter or 
seating available. Many end up leaning on cars in 
the car park for support! 

I am writing to the chief executive of Dorset 
County Council to urge that the planned bus shel¬ 
ter and layby is hurried along. I am also in my 
eighth year as an elected independent public gov¬ 
ernor of Dorset County Hospital, a parallel role 
representing patients. 

• WHAT concerns are becoming evident from 
the local patients' panel? 

Controversy surrounds the Clinical Services Re¬ 
view, which seems to leave many services at 
Dorset County Hospital unchanged, although be¬ 
tween two and 5 per cent of emergency patients 
are also being proposed to be sent to the east. 

There are, however, continuing doubts about 
childrens' and maternity care, most of which is 
being proposed to be moved to Bournemouth, 
Poole or Yeovil. Many patients have reacted with 
horror to the notion of mothers and sick children 
being sent across the county to Bournemouth, 
only five miles from the border with Hampshire. I 
hear reports of 40 and 50 minute delays in ambu¬ 
lances arriving, which added to at least an hour on 
the road to Bournemouth, lead to fears that some 



very sick patients may not survive the journey. 

Local patients want to be treated at their local 
hospital in Dorchester, which has an outstanding 
record and that will be the fight in coming

months. There is also the problem of relatives and 
visitors facing long journeys to the east. 

• HOW did you get involved with the many or¬ 
ganisations you are a member of? 

I was a founder member of the Weymouth-Lou- 
viers twinning society in 1958 and have main¬ 
tained my long-time membership of The Society 
of Dorset Men, where lama member of the com¬ 
mittee and editor of the newsletter. 

I was president of the Old Hardyeans in 2010, the 
old boys of Hardyes School in Dorchester, main¬ 
taining contact with school friends I first met in 
1958. That we have stayed in close contact for 58 
years is down to the Old Hardyeans. 

I am a Freemason, treasurer of the Chesil Lodge 
at Portland. In October, I will become Chief Ranger 
[President] of Honorary Court No. 1 of the Ancient 
Order of Foresters, founded in Weymouth in 1887. 

For many years, I have been a Regional Judge in 
the Campaign for Real Ale's Wessex Pub of the 
Year competition. I still enjoy writing about Dorset 
food and drink. At these and other events, Joan 
and I delight in meeting our wide circle of friends- 
some of which date back over 60 years to my 
childhood. 

• WHAT do you like to do in your spare time? 

Joan and I enjoy days out in the Rover. Last week, 
we enjoyed a day in the New Forest with a super 
lunch at a pub in Fritham, then a cream tea at Min- 
stead. Next Sunday, we join 84 other members of 
The Society of Dorset Men on the "Dorsetman" 
dining car on the Swanage Railway. 

Quality dining while enjoying the Isle of Purbeck 
scenery, with a glass of Hall &Woodhouse's Bland- 
ford ale. We regularly drive to Sidmouth, to meet 
our old friends from Torquay and enjoy the sea air 
there. Of course, nowhere is anything as nice as 
my native Weymouth.

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Council hopes to clean up overflowing 
rubbish problem at Monmouth Beach 


OVERFLOWING rubbish at Monmouth Beach has 
been described as a “dreadful eyesore and health haz¬ 
ard”. 

Chalet and caravan owners at Monmouth Beach 
have complained that their waste collections have 
been reduced to once fortnightly from one bin since 
the new recycling system was introduced across 
Dorset. 

Despite the chalet and caravan owners paying coun¬ 
cil tax, Dorset Waste Partnership has said it cannot 
provide kerbside collections due to poor access for 
the waste collection vehicles. 

One chalet owner said the problem was “a dreadful 
eyesore for visitors parking in the car park, and now 
a health hazard”, and further concern was raised over 
the appearance of Monmouth Beach after it was tar¬ 
geted by a graffiti artist last week. 

It is now hoped that Dorset Waste Partnership and 
Lyme Regis Town Council will be able to work to¬ 
gether to find a solution to the waste collection issue. 

Mike Moon, head of operations at the Dorset Waste 
Partnership, said: “We are aware of the ongoing is¬ 
sues at Monmouth Beach. Unfortunately, we cannot

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provide a kerbside service to the chalets/caravans on 
site due to the lack of access for our collection vehi¬ 
cle. 

“We’re working with Lyme Regis Town Council to 
see if we can provide communal recycling bins at the 
site, which should help resolve the build-up of waste 
by restoring weekly collections (mbbish one week, re¬ 
cycling the next, etc.) 

“Unfortunately, we believe the current problem is 
being made worse by fly-tipping, possibly due to the 
location of the containers, so we are also investigating 
securing these bins. We will continue to provide street 
cleansers to tidy up when resources allow. 

“We would like to thank residents for their patience 
as we continue to liaise with the town council to find 
a solution to the problem.” 

Town council operations manager Elliott Herbert 
added: “This situation has arisen following the intro¬ 
duction of kerbside recycling services last year by 
Dorset Waste Partnership. 

“Although they are ratepayers, the residents at the 
chalet and caravan site have not been provided with 
the facilities to allow them to recycle. 

“Although this is ultimately the responsibility of 



Woman suffers deep cuts 
after glass thrown in pub 

A WOMAN suffered deep cuts to her wrists and face 
after a man threw a glass in the Ship Inn in Lyme 
Regis. 

Police were called to the Coombe Street pub at 
1.21 am on Sunday, June 12th following reports that 
a woman had been glassed in the face. 

On arrival, a 25-year-old woman was receiving first 
aid from staff and customers after being showered 
with broken glass, thrown by a male customer. 

A 27-year-old relative of the woman also sustained 
a cut to the face. 

Police arrested a 24-year-old man from Kent stay¬ 
ing in the Lyme Regis area and he was taken into cus¬ 
tody at Weymouth. The injured parties were taken to 
Dorchester County Hospital where the female re¬ 
ceived ten stitches to her wounds. 


Dorset Waste Partnership, the town council has been 
working with the partnership to try and find a perma¬ 
nent solution to this situation, which clearly cannot 
continue. 

“The only option currently available is to create a 
recycling point at Monmouth Beach car park, which 
would mean the town council allowing use of its land 
for this purpose. This will be considered by the coun¬ 
cil's Town Management and Highways Committee 
tonight (Wednesday). 

"In the meantime, the council is trying to arrange 
for the waste to be collected by a private company to 
alleviate the problem in the short-term, for the benefit 
of the residents and other members of the public, 
while discussions continue with Dorset Waste Part¬ 
nership.” 


Mini golf hut broken into 

THE mini golf hut in Lister Gardens, Lyme Regis, was 
broken into overnight last Sunday. 

Staff from Lyme Regis Town Council discovered 
that the hut had been broken into on the morning 
on Monday, June 6th. Damage had been caused to 
three wooden doors and the office area had been 
searched by the thief. 

A Samsung phone and charger was stolen and the 
till was opened but no cash had been left in the hut 
overnight. 

Crime Scene Investigation work was undertaken 
and officers are conducting enquiries. 

The cafe in Holmbush Car Park was also broken into 
this Monday night. The front door window was 
smashed and food items are believed to have been 
stolen.

Lively debate at latest public 
meeting on EU referendum

A PUBLIC meeting on the EU referendum, organ¬ 
ised by the “remain” campaign, attracted 150 people 
to the Woodmead Halls in Lyme Regis on Friday 
evening. 

The event was staged by local volunteers from 
Britain Stronger in Europe and two local MPs, Oliver 
Letwin and Ben Bradshaw, both spoke in favour of 
remaining in the EU. 

West Dorset Conservative MP Oliver Letwin, a 
self-confessed “Eurosceptic”, spoke of his central be¬ 
lief in free trade as the source of prosperity, adding 
that the single market was the most ambitious exam¬ 
ple of a multilateral free trading system in the world. 

“By being a member we also enjoy bilateral trade 
deals with 53 other countries, with new deals with 
the US and Canada coming soon,” he said. 

“It is inconceivable that we would get as good a 
deal after Brexit; we would have to make vast con¬ 
cessions, since trade with the UK is less important 
to other EU countries than trade with them is to our 
exporters.” 

Ben Bradshaw, Labour MP for Exeter and a long¬ 
term EU supporter, spoke about three positives - 
peace, prosperity and power. 

“We should never take the success of the EU in pre¬ 
venting war between European countries for 
granted”, he said. 

Mr Bradshaw also argued that since we joined the 
EEC in 1974 our growth rates have exceeded those 
of our neighbours, whereas before we joined we 
grew much less quickly than them. 

“This shows that EU membership has improved 


our prosperity,” he said. 

Most of the meeting was devoted to a lively ques¬ 
tion and answer session. Mr Bradshaw was chal¬ 
lenged on the Transatlantic Trade and Investment 
Partnership, but argued that the EU as a whole is 
much better placed to resist trade deal terms we do 
not like than the UK would be on its own. 

Mr Letwin was asked whether Brexit would make 
us safer from terrorism. He replied that good defence 
and security costs money, and if we hurt our econ¬ 
omy by leaving, we will be less safe as a country. 

Chairman and Uplyme resident, Rene Wyndham, a 
former TV reporter, thanked the speakers for demon¬ 
strating “a good example of cross-party consensus 
on a matter of truly national importance”. 

Brexit meeting in Uplyme 

A SCREENING of "Brexit The Movie" will be held 
at Uplyme Village Hall on Friday, June 17th at 
7.30pm. 

This will be followed by a panel discussion 
with representatives of Dorset Out & Leave 
Campaign, including Graham Brandt, Peter 
Sharpe, Geoff Markham and David Nevett, who 
will be taking questions. 

All are welcome and organisers hope that 
there will be a good cross reference of those in 
favour of remaining and leaving the EU ahead 
of this month's referendum.

In a way it’s become a 
12-month-a-year resort with the 
winter weekend trade bringing 
ever more people to our town. 

We should be proud that Lyme is 
so popular, although with popular¬ 
ity comes its own problems. 

As in most things, it’s a question 
of getting the balance right, of 
knowing when the town is full to 
overflowing, to making sure our 
services are the best they can be all 


the year round and that there is 
minimum disturbance for those 
who live in Lyme, not because it’s 
a bustling resort, but because it’s a 
quiet haven. 

And above all, listening to those 
who don’t necessarily get direct 
benefit from the tourism industry. 
They too have a voice.

Love your tongue 


YOU may be brushing your teeth every day, but 
unless you're paying close attention to your 
tongue, you could still suffer from bad breath.

THE DAILY GRIND

Do you often wake up with a mysteriously aching jaw? 
Have a habit of clenching your face when you're tense, 
anxious or angry? 

If so, you could be one of the world's many teeth- 
grinders. Not entirely sure what that means? Sink your 
gnashers into our guide... 

What is teeth grinding? 

Medically speaking, teeth grinding is known as 'bruxism', 
a term that covers conscious and involuntary grinding 
of the upper and lower teeth against one another, and 
clenching of the jaw. While grinding usually happens at 
night, and jaw clenching is more common during the 
day, there are no hard and fast rules. 

Who does it affect? 

According to the NHS, roughly six million people in the 
UKare affected by teeth grinding, with most casesarising 
in people aged 25 to 44. That's not to say people outside 
this bracket don't grind their teeth, the condition can af¬ 
fect everyone, even small children. However, it's a prob¬ 
lem that can come and go, rather than stubbornly stick 


around indefinitely. 

What impact can it have? 

Aside from a poor night's sleep and an aching jaw in the 
morning, grinding your teeth can also cause a range of 
uncomfortable symptoms, including headaches and ear¬ 
ache, stiff shoulders (from all that jaw clenching), joint 
stiffness, facial pain and, even more worryingly, consid¬ 
erable damage to your teeth. It can wear down enamel 
and, in bad cases, the tooth itself, which can result in 
shortened teeth, receding gums, sensitivity, and, if 
gone untreated, teeth and fillings can become loose 
and fall out. 

Why do we do it? 

The reason bouts of teeth grinding can come and go 
is because it is commonly related to stress, anxiety, or 
periods of deep concentration. In fact, 70% of cases 
of sleep bruxism are triggered by stress or anxiety. 
However, it can also be caused by certain medica¬ 
tions, particularly antidepressants, recreational drugs, 
excess caffeine, alcohol and some sleep disorders.

Colourful Tots and Paints'at Malthouse 


A SHARED exhibition full of vibrant colour and en¬ 
ergy has taken over the Malthouse Gallery at the 
Town Mill in Lyme Regis and will run until June 
22nd. 

The exhibition is called "Pots and Paints", with 
the "paints" half comprising of the work of Mal¬ 
colm Giladjian, who is of Armenian descent and 
comes from a family of professional and amateur 
artists. 

Having started to paint boat and harbour scenes 
while living in Brittany, he has continued to de¬ 
velop this coastal emphasis in oils, acrylics and 
mixed media since returning to his Dorset roots 
and opening a studio and gallery at Broadwind- 
sor. 

Malcolm has always been interested in the way 
in which nature creates illusions with colour and 
light, like how reflections in water burst with 
colours with each ripple acting as an individual 
mirror showing off its surroundings. His work is an 
abstraction of nature where the essence of the 
subject is the focus, not the detail. 

The "pots" in this exhibition are the striking ce¬ 
ramics of master potter and experimental archae¬ 
ologist Eddie Daughton. His pottery is rooted in 
the distant past, particularly the Neolithic in the 
West Country and Eire where designs were placed 
on stones and pots for use within ritual as well as, 
later, in high status environments. 

Building on his background in archaeological 
science, as well as the stories told to him by his 



grandmother, Eddie now uses some of these cod¬ 
ing patterns to tell stories for us today, as he ex¬ 
plores some of the pathways that ancient potters 
might have taken if they had available to them the 
techniques and materials of the modern world.

AS I reflect upon the Queen’s birthday celebrations I’m 
impressed by a healthy presence of old and new; the 
mingling together of tradition with the contemporary; 
the reassurance of heritage with the freshness of change 
and development. 

Troops wearing ceremonial uniforms yet carrying the 
latest assault riffles; cavalry on horses carrying gleaming 
swords, with the latest hi-tech motor vehicles but a 
stone’s throw away. Even the service of thanksgiving in 
St Paul’s Cathedral subtly maintains this contrast; tradi¬ 
tional hymns and readings communicated through the 
discreet, yet very modern, public address system. 

It seems to me that this is a very healthy thing, ac¬ 
knowledging the best of the past yet embracing the in¬ 
evitable change that comes with time. I’m reminded of 
the Queen’s “dramatic” skydiving entrance with James 
Bond at the opening of the 2012 London Olympics. 
Somehow I can’t imagine that happening a generation 
ago! 

Your local church communities reflect this reality. 
They are very different from the communities that orig¬ 
inally constructed the buildings they use. Indeed, the 
buildings themselves are a testimony to healthy devel¬ 
opment. For example, Bethany Chapel, Lyme Baptist 
Church, as well as both Uplyme and Lyme Regis parish 
churches have all relatively recently developed their fa¬ 
cilities; developments that reflect something of the 
changing nature of what it means to practice faith in the 
21st century. 

Whether it’s a plant or animal, growth and develop¬ 
ment is not only normal, it’s essential for life to thrive. 
This is no less true of faith. History clearly reveals past 
generations wrestling with issues their forbears never 
faced. The big questions of life continue to be asked by 
new generations from a fresh perspective prompted by 
contemporary issues. 

Why not visit your local church? Maybe you’ll become 
part of the catalyst for change as faith in Jesus continues 
to emerge as a relevant source of life and inspiration.

THE BENEFITS 

OF OPEN DOORS 

Care Home Open Day is an opportunity for care 
homes to open their doors once a year to their local 
communities to create links between care home resi¬ 
dents and their local communities and to show that 
care homes are filled with interesting people run by 
staff who care. 

Recent research highlights that where care homes 
permanently open their doors to the local commu¬ 
nity, the positive impacts go far beyond creating 
links and dispelling myths. Residents experience 
improvements to their well-being with relatives, 
staff, volunteers, and the home itself also benefiting. 

BENEFITS OF VOLUNTEERS 

The evaluation of the Volunteering in Care Homes 
Project found that volunteers recruited to roles to 
befriend residents or to support them in social ac¬ 
tivities has a significant impact on the residents’ so¬ 
cial and emotional wellbeing. 

The involvement of volunteers delivers funda¬ 
mental socialisation, company and ‘someone to talk 
to’. This includes providing long term one-to-one 
befriending, help to settle within the home, support 
in overcoming bereavement and reduced distress 
and anxiety. This in turn impacts on relatives, offer¬ 
ing peace of mind and minimising negative feelings 
of anxiety or guilt. It is, “someone else to come in 
and brighten up the day of their relative”, [Activities 
co-ordinator]. 

For the staff, the involvement of volunteers has a 
positive impact on their satisfaction with their job 
(68%), retention (61%), stress levels (71%) and 
feelings of job security (54%). The reasons for 
these findings are unclear but one explanation is that 
volunteers add capacity, in the form of time and 
skills, in roles that complement, not replace, staff 
roles. 

Volunteers are evidence that the care home is safe, 
responsive, caring, effective, and well led. Staff in 
the project recognised that the presence of volun¬ 
teers could impact positively on their being able to 
achieve a higher rating from the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission. 

The benefits are not all one sided. Volunteering is 
a reciprocal activity with volunteers gaining in 
skills, experience and confidence from their in¬ 
volvement. In particular, young people’s experi¬ 
ence of volunteering can help them to secure a place 
in employment or further education and some in the 
project even saw a career for themselves in the sec¬ 
tor. 

As with Care Home Open Day, those who have a 
good experience within the home act as ambassa¬ 
dors and share that positive experience with others, 
challenging negative misconceptions about older 
people, dementia and social care and breaking down 
barriers between the home and community. 

MAKING THE TRANSITION 

Moving from an annual open day to reap the ben¬ 
efits of permanently keeping your doors open to the 
community does require some planning and invest¬ 
ment. But help is at hand. 

The Volunteering in Care Homes Toolkit brings 
together the practical learning from the project and 
contains guidance, references to other helpful re¬ 
sources and organisations, and templates on how to 
set up a volunteering programme in a care home. 

The research highlights, however, that to max¬ 
imise the potential of volunteering, the toolkit needs 
to be accompanied by investment in staff time and 
skills to take forward the volunteer management 
role. Without this time and function, volunteers will 
not feel supported or valued, leading to high volun¬ 
teer turnover which in turn will unsettle residents 
and relatives and create further work for staff, as 
they seek to recruit, induct and train new volunteers 
to fill the vacant roles.

ELECTRIC DREAMS is the explosive new play by criti¬ 
cally acclaimed company, Dumbshow, inspired by 
the ideas in Naomi Klein's The Shock Doctrine. It will 
be performed at three venues across Dorset this July 

- Dorchester Arts Corn Exchange on July 6th, Marine 
Theatre, Lyme Regis on July 7th and Bridport Arts 
Centre on July 8th - before heading to the Battersea 
Arts Centre in London on July 12th. 

Combining Dumbshow's trademark storytelling 
style with urgent contemporary issues, Electric 
Dreams is a vibrant, unsettling and bold examination 
of the state of the nation explored through a human 
story, a love story. 

Rose can't remember the first 18 years of her life. 
What happened to her? 

She meets Sebastian, a man haunted by his own 
past, who encourages Rose to unravel the mystery of 
her missing years. 

Rose turns investigator, piecing together her history 
from fragmented memories, documents and dreams 

- aided by staff in a soon-to-be-closed library with 
their treasure trove of resources. 

Electric Dreams journeys from 1950s Canada, to 
1970s Chile, the 2003 Iraq war and the present day; 
but does exploring the past offer a warning for the 
future? 

The play is accompanied by live music composed 
and performed by Rollo Clarke. 

Director Michael Bryher said 'In The Shock Doctrine, 
Naomi Klein challenges the myth that over the past 
decades free-market capitalism triumphed across the 
globe democratically, and considers whether some¬ 
times its advancements have been forced on popu¬ 


lations unwittingly when they were too shocked or 
distracted to realise what was happening. The Shock 
Doctrine was published in 2007 before the financial 
crisis. We're applying Klein's ideas to a post-financial 
crash Britain. Was Britain in a state of shock in 2008?' 

'As we witness the effects of austerity and the de¬ 
struction of our welfare state, we're asking: why is this 
happening? Is it what people want; have we actively 
chosen this path? Have we been told that we're in a 
crisis so many times that we've come to believe it?' 

‘Electric Dreams certainly feels like the most political 
piece we have made. We want our audiences to recon¬ 
sider both where we've come from and where we're 
going and engage with a political debate about what 
kind of country we want to be. We also want to enter¬ 
tain them with a gripping story based on true events' 

Dumbshow was established in 2007 and creates 
fabulous and visually inventive theatre that asks 
questions about the world through telling stories. 

Dumbshow previously visited Dorchester with the 
highly acclaimed production of The Pearl two years 
ago, and audiences can expect more of the same top 
quality theatre from the company this July. 

Electric Dreams was created in collaboration with 
Camden People's Theatre and supported bytheWell- 
comeTrust Arts Award, the Arts Council and the Uni¬ 
versity of Warwick.
